When the voters, for and against the 
proposition of erecting anew village 
hall, were counted last Thursday eve- 
ning, ,t was found that the proposition 
had carried by .a vote of 85 to 48, 

No one seemed particularly interested 
and the vote cast was very light. Of 
the ninety-six men who voted fifty- 
eight were in favor of the villageerect- 
ing a hall and thirty-eight were not. 

Thirty seven women cast 
twenty -seven voted for the 
ten against it. 

The members of the board are acting 
as fast as they can in accordance with 
the law and are in hopes of rushing the 
building to a speedy completion. The 
plans have already been drawn and are, 
at the present time on file in the office 
of the Village Clerk. 

The building which is to be of brick 
will be a one Btory structure 22 feet in 
width and 60 feet in length. 

The front room 22x36 will be given 
over to the use of the fire department, 
while the room in the rear will be for 
the use of the village board, this room 
will be 22x24. 

A basement will be done off under 
this room and there the cell, and also a 
room for the housing of vagrants will 
be located. 

The entire building will be heated, by 
a furnace, and lighted by electricity 
and water will be piped into the- rooms. 
Altogether it will be a modern building, 
suitable in every way for the purpose 
for which it is intended and above all 
else it will furnish a permanent place 
for the fireman and the village board. 

In .view pf the fact that the board i. 
now forced to hold their meetings at 
the pump house, which is very crowded 
and poorly heated, we extend to them 
the same invitation that we extended 
to the firemen some time ago. We invite 
them to hold their meetings from the 
present time until the new building is 
completed at the News office. We offer 
them, free of charge, the use of such 
conveniences as this office may Efford. 
The key of the office has been placed in 
the hands of one of the board members 
who will open it whenever a meeting is 
to be held, and if the board sees fit to 
accept this offer they will be independ- 
ent in the way of coming and going as 
they please.

ALL TROOPS WILL 

BE MUSTERED OUT 
AT EORT SHERIDAN 

Fort Sheridan took on added impor- 
tance, when word was received here 
that in future the troopers who are 
discharged from service on the border 
will be sent to the local post to be mus- 
tered out instead of being returned to 
their respective state mobilization 
camps. This action will be taken by 
virtue of a new order issued by war de- 
partment. From Fort Sheridan the 
men will be furnished transportation 
home. 

Economy is said to have actuated the 
war department in taking this step. 
The authorities considered it far more 
expensive to maintain the camps in the 
different states for the mustering out 
of the men when one camp will be 
sufficient. 

It has been figured that it is much 
cheaper to pay the railroad fare home 
of these men rhan to maintain ' them 
indefinitely in the several atate camps. 
The First Illinois Cavalry will be 
mustered out next Saturday, after 
marching from Fort Sheridan to Chica- 
go and parading through the loop dis- 
trict in the latter dtp.

and perfume of the peony. 
Quite everyone knows tho brilliant 
old red peony or "piny" of the old- 
time garden. But from that to the 
modern peony la a great evolution. 
The modern peony Js superior in size, 
perfume and finish to the chrysanthe- 
mum, with less care and more certain 
results for labor expended. 

The requirements of the peony are 
simple, yet at a few periods they are 
very easily damaged. . Wo have large 
areas to handle and cannot give them 
tho samo care one could give a few 
plants. 

We give the soil a thorough dress- 
ing of fresh manure early in tho fall 
and sow to rye. In April we plow tho 
ground deeply and plant potatoes, 
corn or other crops that will 
good culture.

Plants that are kept dormant by be- 
ing dug in the fall may bo planted un- 
til Juno with fine success. Wo have 
planted big clumps when in full bloom 
and they grew well, but wo do not ad- 
vise it except when absolutely neces- 
sary. 

When planting peonies in clayey 
ground, they should be set about four 
inches deep, but in light, sandy or 
loamy soil, five or six inches deep Old 
clumps I plant a bit deeper, leaving 
the crown covered lightly until lato 
when more soil is drawn over them 
to make tho surface level. 

Never uso much manure the first 
year on newly planted peonies nnd care 
should always' bo exercised not to 
overmanure them. Tho best way is 
to cultivate them about three Inches 
deep, then apply about one inch of any 
manure, working the ground several 
times before winter sets in, or they 
may be manured after the ground 
freezes and the manure worked into 
tho soil in the spring. 

Keep all tho weeds out of the 
peonies and do not dig over three 
inches deep from October until tho 
buds are as large as acorns. Many 
persons have complained 'about their 
peonies not blooming, and upon inves- 
tigation and from observations from 
my own experience I found that when- 
ever wo dug deeply around plants at 
tho time abovo stated the plants either 
came up blind or bore a very small

The Light Brahma is the oldest and 
perhaps the best-known and most pop- 
alar of the feather-legged chickens. 
Blze is the quality that recommends 
the Light Brahma. Where large and 
slowly maturing fowls are desired, the 
Light Brahma has no superior, but the 
slowness of maturity is very objection- 
able In the pullets, which, together 
with the fact that they are not very 
heavy layers when matured, practi- 
cally bars this breed where egg pro- 
duction is the chief item. 

There is no other breed of fowls that 
has the stately appearance possessed 
by the Brahma. These fowls are close 
feathered like the Langshans, but are 
larger and not so long-legged. They 
are not as heavily feathered as the 
Cochins. They are very • graceful la 
appearance and carry themselves in a 
stately manner. The back on both 
male and female is very long and 
brood. There should be a slight rise 
of the back with a broad sweep at the 
base of the tall. The birds should be 
erect and well placed on their legs. 
Abundant toe feathers is also a very 
desirable feature. 

Taking the American Standard of 
Perfection as a guide, the following 
nre the special qualifications and dis- 
qualifications of the Light Brahma 
fowls, when being judged according 
to the Standard of Perfection. 

Special qualifications are: Cocks 
over three pounds, cockerels over two 
and a half pounds, hens and pullets 
over two pounds less thnn standard 
•weight. Vulture hocks also disqualify. 




Light Brahma Hen, Owned by Missouri 
College of Agriculture. 

Solid black feathers • on the back ; 
Mack spots in the web of feathers in 
the back, except stripes in the sad- 
dle on the males and at the base of 
the neck; or shanks other than yellow 
should disqualify Light Brahmas. 

The neck plumage should be white. 
The hackle should be*white, the web 
of the feathers should have a solid 
greenish black strip extending down 
the middle of each feather, running 
parallel with the edge of the feather 
and tapering to a point near the. end. 
The under-color should be either white, 
bluish white or slate. In the wings, 
the wing bows should be white ex- 
cept near the front. The primaries j 
and secondaries should be black .with 
■white on the lower side extending to i 
the quill. The remainder of the pri- 
maries and secondaries should be 
black. In the back the surface color 
should be white except at the base of 
the neck. The snddIe»shouJd be white, 
the under-color can be either white, 
bluish white or slate. 

The tall should be black. The tall 
coverts should be black ; ' the lesser 
coverts should be black edged with 
white. The surface and under-color 
of the breast should be white. The 
body and fluff should be white except j 
under the wings, where It may bo 
white,. bluish white, or slate, the same 
as the under color.

Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 13.— The

Olllelal and oilier reliable informn- 
tlon In the hands of the American com- 
missioners indicates that the stale of 
Chihuahua, with' the exception of a 
lew of the larger cities, Is beyond the 
control of the Carranza authorities and 
that the power of the opposltlou is in- 
creasing dally. 

The legalisms, who have been pas- 
sive In the southern part of Mexico, 
have now begun to show considerable 
strength ami have ruptured Important 
towns of Chiapas aud Oaxaca. 

The Mexican commissioners admit- 
ted the capture by the followers of 
Gen. Felix Diaz of the railway Junction 
of ltlncon Antonoi, In Oaxaca. This 
gives the legalisms control over the 
most Important railway south of Mex- 
ico City, with the railway material held 
at the junction of the Pan-American 
and Tohuuutepec railways. 

Much of tills information was based 
' on reports reaching the border through 
refugees and some was bused on noth- 
ing more authentic than border rumor. 
All of It, however, Indicated that the 
situation la Chihuahua was growing 
serious and that unless the Carranza 
commanders were aide to show some 
definite gains ugalnst the Vlllistas soon, 
the control of that territory, with the 
consequent endangering of the Ameri- 
can border towns, would pass out of 
the hands of Carranza. 

The Mexican commissioners ques- 
tioned the reliability of much of the In- 
formation presented by the Americans.

Washington, Nov. 11.— Armgaard 
Karl Graves, u professed former Ger- 
man and P.rltish spy. was arrested on 
Saturday at tin' home of Prince von 
Ilntzfeldt-Truehenherg. in tlds city, 
charged with attempting to blackmail 
Countess von P.ernstorlV, wife of the 
(Herman amlmssador. A. Bruce Ule- 
laski, eldef of the hiireuil of Investiga- 
tion, stated that Graves had attempted 
to ohtuln £UMH> from Prince von llatz- 
feldt, counselor of the German em- 
bassy, for the surrender of stolen let- 
ters addressed to Countess von Bern- 
storff. The letters, .Mr. lllelnski as- 
serted, were from n cousin of the 
countess In Germany, aud the fact that 
they contained endearing terms prob- 
ably moved Graves t* believe they 
would embarrass her if made public. 
Mr. lUelaskl asserted that Graves ob- 
tained the letters from one or more 
persons who had smuggled them past 
the British censor. Ills bull was llxed 
at $2,000 and was furnished by a pro- 
fessional bondsman. The letters ad- 
drossed to the countess, he said, were 
froth a woman well known In court 
circles In Berlin. They were not In 
code, hut, according to Graves, were 
so worded as to convey secret informa- 
tion of a political nature to the am- 
bassador. 



Sir Sam Hughes Resigns Office at Re-

Munition Contracts. 

Ottawa, Out.. Nov. lo.— Ma.|. Gen. 
lion. Sir Sam Hughes has resigned 118 
Canadian minister of militia ami de- 
fense. Hi* resignation was requested. 
The action followed a meeting of the 
enhinet council on Monday. Charges 
were made before parliament, by 
George \\\ Kyle, Liberal member for 
Hlchmond. N. S. 

Mr. Kyle produced documentary evi- 
dence purporting to prove that Col. J. 
Wesley Allison, agent for General 
Hughes In the purchase of war muni- 
tions in ilie United States, had organ- 
ized mushroom companies in tin* United 
States, secured orders for shells and 
shell fuses from the Canadian shell 
committee, through the aid of General 
Hughes; and hail charged exorbitant 
prices for the shells ami pocketed mil- 
lions as a result. 



Washington, Nov. 10.— During n 
spectacular experiment with at new 
type of aeroplane bomb on Wednesday 
ufternoon at Indian Head, Md„ Naval 
Lieutenants Clarence, K. Bronson mid 
Luther Welsh were instantly killed. 

While Hying at an altitude of 1,000 
feet the bomb exploded Immediately 
beneath the aeroplane breaking it In 
two. Bronson, pilot of the machine, 
and Welsh, who hud just hurled the 
bomb, fell, together with parts of the 
aeroplane Into the Potomac river. 

The accident occurred at the Navy 
Proving grounds, situated on the Po- 
tomac river. 40 miles from Washington, 
at 2:45 o'clock In the afternoon.

Commander of U-Boat That Torpedoed 
the Rowanmore Says Vessel At- 
tempted to. Escape After Being 
Warned — Americana Escape. 

Paris. Nov. 14.— A wireless dispatch 
from Madrid tellshow a German sub- 
marine waited two days before sink- 
ing the American steamship Colum- 
bian In order to save the crew. 

According to thrs Information, the 
Columbian encountered the subma- 
rine on November 0. In a violent temp- 
est. The submarine compelled the Co- 
lumbian to Interrupt Its voyage and 
lie to under surveillance until Novem- 
ber 8. When the storm subsided, the 
dispatch says, the submarlae ordered 
the crew, to abandon the ship, and then 
sank It. 

A. Uavas dispatch from Madrid 
quotes the newspapers of Comma, 
Spain, where the crew Is reported to 
have landed, to the effect that when 
the Columbian was held up the sub- 
marine ordered the crew to disem- 
bark, but llmt the storm was so se- 
vere this was Impossible until two 
days inter. 

This dispatch also says the Norwe- 
gian steamships Balto and Fordalen 
were destroyed In the some manner on 
November 0. (A report on the sinking 
of these steamships was received 
from Loudon). 

Berlin. Nov. 14. via wireless.— The 
report of the commander of the Ger- 
man submarine which sank the Brit- 
ish steamship ltowaumore, on which 
there were several Americans, line 
been received by the admiralty. 

The report says the llowanmore dis- 
regarded the submarine's signal to 
halt and endeavored to. escape at full 
speed, making It necessary for the sub- 
marine to lire n few shots In order to 
bring It to. 

The crew showed Its opinion of the 
captain's course, the report says, by 
piling Into the boats, leaving the mas- 
ter alone on the steamer. He was 
forced to lower a boat unulded and 
was 'paddling around alone when 
picked ui> by the submarine. 

The Americans on board, as far as 
can be learned, consisted of several 
negro lireinen. 

No report has been received on the 
cas«- of the British steamship Marina, 
which, with 52 Americans In the crew, 
wits sunk by a submarine off the Irish 
const.

Astronomer Who Held Belief That 

Mars Is Inhabited Succumbs — Was 

Founder of Observatory. 

Fmgtnfir, Ail/.., Nov. !."».— Dr. Pcr- 
clyal Lowell, founder ami director of 
the Lowell observatory here and an 
astronomer of International reputation, 
died horo on Monday from a stroke of 
apoplexy. For ten years much of Doc : 
tor Lowell's effort had been devoted to 
study of the planet Mars. Ills home 
was In Boston, where he was horn, 
March 18, 185& Doctor Lowell was 
graduated from Harvard university 
when he was twenty-one years old. 
Lowell was best known as the princi- 
pal exponent of the theory that Mars 
Is inhabited. It was from the onserva- 
tory at Flagstaff that he announced his 
discovery of vegetation on Mars, with 
the Inference that the planet was In- 
habited.

KCB was born amid the 
lountulns of Eplrus, If one 
r may believe not only what 
Aristotle says but what mod- 
ern Investigations prove. It was Uils 
ancient philosopher who asserted that 
in/Eplrus dwelt the first Greeks, aft- 
.erward called the Hellenes, and some 
French and Greek explorers have un- 
covered there the rcmnlns of the old- 
est oracle, the earliest temple and 
theater. 

The Eplrus district, without respect 
to Its modern boundaries — Greek, and 
Albanian — Is described In a bulletin 
issued by the Nutlonal Geographic so- 
ciety. 

In ancient times the name Eplrus 
(mainland) was given to an extensive 
area of northwestern Greece to dis- 
tinguish It from the Islands of the 
Ionian sea, which form a fringe to the 
west. It extended from an indefinite 
norUiern boundary, somewhere in the 
southern purt of the territory now em- 
braced In the Infant principality of 
Albanin, to the Corinthian gulf, and 
although the Athenians, Corinthians 
and Spartans were wont to look upon 
the Inhabitants of the district ns sent.- 
barbarous, no less an authority than 
Aristotle gave It as the original home 
of the Hellenes. 

Owing to Its extremely mountainous 
character, Eplrus has never been a 
great gra la-producing section, but 
from ancient times up to the present 
It has been famous for Its fine cattle 
nnd horses, nlso for a peculiar breed 
of dogs, the Molosslan.

Famed Oracle of Ancients. 
Eplrus became world-renowned even 
before historic times on uccount of the 
great oracle of Dodona, the ruins of 
whose temples were discovered dur- 
ing the last half of the nineteenth 
century only n few miles southwest of 
the modern Macedonian town of Janl- 
na. The messages from the gods were 
received at Dodona through the rus-

education, married one of them him- 
self and guve tiie other, Olymplas, to 
Philip II of Macedon. Olymplas lives 
in history as the inoUier of Alexander 
the Great. From Alexander's aunt de- 
scended Pyrrhus, who waged a long 
war with Rome In behalf of the Taren- 
tlnes and who made Eplrus n power In 
world poliUcs for a short time. More 
Umn 100 years after the death of 
Pyrrhus, Eplrus again came In con- 
lllct with Home ns the ally of Perseus, 
the Macedonian who mounted a throne 
over the body of his murdered broth- 
er Demetrius. The Romans under* 
Aemlllus Paulus annihilated the forces 
of Perseus ut Pydna (108 B. C), and 
took tiie defeated king In triumph to 
the capital. The punishment meted 
out to Eplrus for its shure In,the war, 
was the destruction of 70 of its prloi 
cipal cltlfrj and the enslavement of 
150,000 of Its people— a blow from 
which the kingdom never recovered. 
"With the partltloa of the Roman em- 
pire Eplrus was given to the eastern 
emperors. When the Latins took Con- 
stantinople In 1204 ft became u posses- 
sion of Michel Angelus Comnenus. In 
succeeding centuries the territory has 
been variously governed and misgov- 
erned by Albanians, VeneUans and 
Turks. 

Five Famous Rivers. 
At Lackmon, In the mountains of 
PIndarus, five Illustrious rivers are 
born: the Aspro-Potumo, the ancient 
Acheloos, greedy for sacrifices, which 
sepnrates Aetolla from Acarnanla and 
empties Into the Ionian sea; the Pe- 
neus, which passes all through Thes- 
saly; the Hnllakraon, which flows by 
Macedonia ; the Arachtos, which paral- 
lels the PIndus, and- the great Aous, 
with its high banks. There are wood- 
ed dells and mountain forests — all so 
wild and Inspiring ns.to really have 
made the proper setting for the un- 
building of the great primitive myths 
of Greece, which could not have grown 
up anywhere else. 

But the real treasures of the early 
days of Eplrus are for the most part 
still held by the faithful earth. In

Six States Go Dry. 
Prohibitionists are Jubilant over the 
results of the election where prohibi- 
tion was an Issue. From Washington 
the, legislative committee of the Anti- 
Saloon league Issued a statement, say- 
ing: 

"Prohibition hns taken another 
great leap forward. Michigan hns 
voted for state-wide prohibition by 
75,000 majority, Nebraska by 35,000. 
Montana by *20,000 and South Dakota 
by 25,000. Idaho has adopted a pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment by 
a majority of 3 to 1. Ufnh has prob- 
ably elected a legislature pledged to 
enact state-wide prohibition. Wash- 
ington, Iowa, Colorado, Arizona and 
Arkansas have defeated attempts of 
the liquor people to secure the adop- 
tion of proposals which would nullify 
their prohibitory laws.

As the rivalry between the oracle of 
Zeus at Dodona and that of Apollo 
at Delphi grew more keen die 
priestesses of the former Invented new 
methods of receiving messages, among 
Utese being the Interpretation of the 
murmur of a bubbling fountain near 
the oak tree, the sound of the wind 
rushing through the brazen cauldrons 
which stood In* a circle near the tem- 
ple, nnd the sounds made by a metal- 
tipped whip as the wind drove it 
against a bronze tripod. Many Athen- 
ians, Spartans and eastern potentates 
consulted the oracle and it Is said 
that Croesus, the last king of Lydla, 
also consulted Dodona as to whether 
he should attempt a campaign against 
Cyrus, king of the Persians. Unhap- 
pily the famous "rich man" acted 
upon the advice of the Delphic oracle 
which told him that "he would destroy 
a great kingdom." And the prediction 
of the oracle was verified, but tlie 
kingdom which he destroyed was his 
own. 

Tlie Hellenes founded many colonies 
on the. Eplran shore and these served 
as stepping stoues to dominion over 
the Adriatic. • The wealthiest of the 
ancient- cities was Phoenice, which be- 
came the head of an Eplrotle league 
nftor Uie fall of the Molosslan King- 
dom. 

The Molosslan Kingdom. 
The Molosslans, most powerful and 
progressive of the 14 tribes which in- 
habited Eplrus, were ruled by cldef- 
talns who professed to bo descendants 
of Pyrrhus, the son of Achjllcs, who 
was supposed to have settled In (this 
part of the world after the fajl of 
Troy. . .,u 

One of the most noted/ of ttieJilolos- 
slan kings was Arymbas II, wmj gave 
his brother's daughters an ea^iellent

The French Consul Pouquevllle 
hardly dared to go out of sight of his 
home, all barred with Iron.

The 
Greek Inspectors of schools founded 
by wealthy Eplrotes took their lives 
In their hands when they came on 
their trips, which were kept secret 
Travelers within the last few years 
had to be especially guarded if they 
would pass through alive.
